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Budget Report 



Funding Freeze In '83 If No Agreement Reached 



OTTAWA (CUP) - Student 
leaders are claiming a temp- 
orary victory in halting the 
federal cutback drive for fund- 
ing to social services after 
Thursday night's budget. But a 
chain of federal proposals for 
transfer funding and announc- 
ed reductions in areas of 
funding to provinces have set 
the stage for an uncertain 
future. 



Some highlights from Fin- 
ance Minister Allan MacEach- 
en's budget: 

■• Starting in April, 1982, the 
federal government wants mo- 
ney paid to the provinces for 
post-secondary education and 
health services (called Estab- 
lished Programs Financing] to 
be "equalized on a per capita 

basis", with each province 
receiving the same amount of 



funding per resident. The 
move means a federal re- 
duction in that area of $97 
million in the 1982-83, and 
total "savings" to the govern- 
ment of $374 million over five 
years according to budget 

estimates. 

• The programme of compen- 
sating the provinces for tax 
money they lose under the 
federal taxation system will be 



ended next April. Since 1972, 
this "revenue garun- 

tee compensation" plan has 
paid about $5.5 billion to the 
provinces, and in the coming 
five years its axing will a- 

mount to $5.3 billion saved by 
the federal government. 

In total, the EPF adjust- 
ments and ending of tax com- 
pensation payments will mean 
that $5.7 billion will be

Confusion over the 81-82 

yearbook has prompted the 

Student General Association 

fSGA) to ask President Bill

Scott signed a $17,000 
cpntrgct-.^^, with National 
Schools Service, a publishing 
company specializing in scho- 
ol yearbooks, last week with- 
out SCA approval. 

Council members were up- 
set by Scott's unilateral 
decision. 

"I know we're not experts" 

said SCA treasurer Don Gar- 

rioch, "But it shouldn't be two 

individuals that take the 

decision/' refering to Scott 

and yearbook editor Mark 

Olivier. 

Scott defended his position 

saying that "it is my under- 
standing that the contract with 
National Schools is hot bind- 
ing." He admitted there "is 
some element of fear that the 
yearbook will fall through/' 

AlthouKh the contract can 
be broken, he said that the 
SGA has given its guarantee. 

Scott said that he would 
bring in some figures for the 
next Council meeting. 

He added that sales were 
doing well, and that "every 
book will be sold." Tuesday 
night it was announced at 
council that 360 books had 
been sold so far, although the 
next day revised the figure to 
560, Neither figure has been 
confirmed. The SGA has 
targeted sales at a minimum of 
1000-1200 to break even, 
- dependirjg^ on advertising res-

Thg^earbook is hoping to 

^^.^«pt"'oach the Commerce de- 
partment about marketing the 
book to help sales next week. 
Questions were also 
brought up at the Council 
meeting on the status of the 
yearbook committee,

although Scott himself is 
taking on an active role. 

Autonomy will be brought 
up again at the next meeting, 
November 17. 

Mark Olivier was selected 
as editor by the yearbook 
committee during its first 

organizational meeting - last 
month, and Scott was made 
assistant editor, Olivier's ex- 
perience in editing was gained 
through work as editor on his 
High School Yearbook. For 
Scott it is a new experience. 

The Yearbook committee 
has only a month left to 
produce their first 100 pages in 
order to meet the first stage of 
their printing schedule. The 
book must be completely 
finished by January 25, 
Student body pictures must be 
taken before their paste-up 
deadline of December 7. 

Student can order copies of 
the yearbook from the SCA 
offices for $5 each.

Ballots Disappear Despite Tight Scrutiny 



In excess of fifty ballots 
printed for the recent Senate 
by-election, won by Diana 
Zubec with a narrow 28 vote 
margin, have disappeared, ac- 
cording to SGA President Bill 
Scott. 

Scott, who acted as Chief 
Returning Officer for the by- 
election, said the missing 
ballots numbered "As far as we 
can tell, about 64/' 

The discrepancy was dis- 
covered October 16th, the first 
day of the two day battle, 
when Scott returned late to 
the office to do some work. 

Security was contacted and 
a search was conducted in and 
around the polling station. 
Nothing was found. 

Don Garrioch, SCA Trea- 
surer was then contacted at 
approximately 1:30am and 
told of the problem. 

With Scott, Weisbrod and 



Carrioch there, ballot boxes 
from the two polling stations 
were emptied under the scru- 
tiny of Laurentian Security 
officers and transferred to a 
single box which was then 
sealed until the vote count. 

New ballots were printed 
for the second day and 
stamped to differentiate them 
from the originals. None of the 
missing ballots turned up 
during the voting on day two, 
but the final results were 
clouded by other irregularities. 
Of the 200 votes cast, the 
official voters' list showed 
only 198 had voted- The 
reason, according to Scott, 
was that the Administration 
computer lists did not contain 
the names of all the SGA 
members. 

, Carrioch and other 4th year 
Commerce students who regis- 
tered on the first day of 



registration somehow failed to 
make the SGA list despite 
paying student fees. 

Those who weren't on the 
list but provided their student 
card were allowed to vote. 
Their names, with student 
numbers, were written down 
and marked as having voted. It 
was a breakdown in this 
system that Scott blamed for 
the discrepancy between 200 
and 198. 

Scott's report as CRO was 
received by Council at the Nov 
2nd meeting of the SCA and 
though the matter of missing 
ballots was mentioned, no- 
thing about the two un- 
recorded votes was said. 

Scott does not regard the 
discrepancy as serious. Nor 
does he wjarry about the 
missing ballots, none which, 
he pointed out,, showed up on 
day two of the election. D 



chopped from the existing 
transfer programs, in the com- 
ing five years. 

But MacEachen'st budget 
outlines federal tax changes 
that will, he says, allow 
provincial revenues to climb 
by $3.7 billion in the five year 
period — producing a "net 
impact" of $1.9 billion in 
reduced money available to 
the provinces after the switch- 
es. 

The budget text says that 
removal of the revenue com- 
pensation plan would not 
reduce overall funding to the 
social services, "since these 
transfers were not designed to 
finance health and educat- 
ion." 

The budget included the 
announcement that the gov- 
ernment wants federal — 
provincial arrangements for 
the financing of post-second- 
ary education and "human 
resources development" to be 
renegotiated by Marcii 1983, 
effectively extending the EPF 
plan an extra year while 
beginning new talks with 
provincial finance ministers. If 
no EPF deal can be struck by 
talks the March '83 deadline, 
warns the government propos- 
al, the federal government 
"could freeze future per capita 
EPF cash transfers for post- 
secondary education at the 
1982-83 level." 

In his speech to the House 
of Commons, MacEachen str- 
essed that to transfers to the 

provinces 'Over the- next' "five 

years "are still projected to 
grow at least as fast as the rest 
of our expenditures." (Note: 
the analysis means that 'gro- 
wth' would still happen al- 
though it would be significant- 
ly less than under current 
.transfer programs.) 

"In pursuit of restraint," 
MacEachen said, "I am asking 
no more of the provinces than 
1 have Imposed on the gov- 
ernment of Canada." 

Richard Bellaire, researcher 
for the Canadian Association 
of University Teachers (CAUT) 
said they think the budget was 
something of a victory, "In 
that we had seen senarlos of 
much bigger cuts targeted for 
post-secondary education this 

year." 

Bellaire said CAUT is now 
concerned that the provinces 
are able to provide the re- 
sources for education funding. 
"Clearly there's a big stick 
here. The government says 
that if no satisfactory agree- 
ment is reached by March 
1983, the government wi 
essentially freeze funding."

Asbestos In Air Closes Pub For 4 Days Next Week 



The Voyageur Pub, hub of 
student social life at Laurent- 
ian, will be shut down for four 
days so that a problem with 
asbestos can be resolved. 

Notification of the shut- 
down was made via a campus 
wide memo from the Director 
of Services, Romeo Bertoli. 
Sertoli disclaimed any know- 



ledge of the asbestos, saying 
he simply got a note from 
Physical Plant and fired it off 
to the rest of campus. 

The asbestos in the Pub is 
contained in fireproofing a- 
long beams in the ceiling, 
fireproofing that has been 
there since the building was 
erected more than fifteen 



years ago. According to Ed- 
mond Leclerc, Director of 
Physical Plant, the shutdown 
is necessary "to take care of 
the asbestos we have in there 
and to encapsulate it."

The Director of Services is 
not the only one unaware of 
the reason behind the shut- 



down. When asked if the 
Students' General Association 
had been informed of -the 
asbestos, Nancy Weisbrod, 
SCA Vice President Admin- 
istration, said simply, "No, we 
weren't."

Bourns Report 
Recommends Amalgamation 



SUDBURY (CUP) — In order to 
increase accessibility to post- 
secondary education in North- 
ern Ontario, an amalgamation 
of three colleges and Sud- 
bury's Laurentian University 
will have to take place, 
according to an Ontario Coun- 
cil of University Affairs report 
released earlier this month. 

The report, prepared by Dr, 
Arthur N. Bourns, former 
president of McMaster Univer- 
sity, cites that university part- 
icipation by northerners is too 
low, and those tfiat do attend 
a university are heading out of 

the region to do so. 

A strong central University 
with satellite campuses across 
the region would help al- 
leviate the problem. 

Colleges involved in the 
proposal proposed amalgam- 
ation with Laurentian would 
include Algoma College in 
Sault Ste Marie, Nipissing 
College in North Bay and 
Collegede Hearst in Hearst. 

The objectives of the new 
university system would be: 

• To extend the range of high 

quality university programs 

available in Northeastern Ont-

ario, 

• To make these programs 
more accessible to the widely 
dispersed anglophone and fra- 



ncophone, population of the 
region by the most cost- 
effective means. 

• To respond to the changing 
educational needs of the 
region with new program 
initiatives and new methods of 
delivery. 

• To enhance the atract- 
iveness of university study in 
Northeastern Ontario, not on- 
ly to prospective students 
from the region but also to 
those from the southern part 
of the province. 

• To maintain and strengthen 
the 'cultural . impact of the 
university presence in the

TWELVE YEARS in a psy- 
chiatric hospital for a sane 
man is long enough! NIKOLAI 
BARANOV is a 46 year old 
Russian Labourer who has 
spent the past 12 years in 3 
Russian psychiatric hospitals. 
His crime, expressing his views 
and attempting to emigrate 
from Russia. His sentence, 
indefinite confinement to a 
psychiatric hospital. 

Nikolai Baranov Is just one 
of thousands that is imprision- 
ed every day simply by 
expressing their beliefs. Am- 
nesty International refers to 
these people as 'Prisoners of 
Conscience'. Prisoners of Con- 
science are men and women 
who have been imprisoned 
because of their political ' 
beliefs, sex, race or religion 
but who liave never used nor 
advocated violence. This last 
statement is of extreme im- 
portance. 

Amnesty International is an 
international human rights or- 
ganization that works on 
behalf of prisoners of con- 
science, attempting to seek 
their release. Amnesty's main 
efforts are by writing letters to 
governments who have violat- 
ed the United Nations Human 
Rights Declaration and bring- 
ing to their attention the 



injustices done to a particular 
prisoner. These letters serve 
not only to make government 
officials aware of the problem 
but often focus international 

attention on the issue. 

Do letters work? YES they 
do! Amnesty International ha- 
ndles over 6,000 prisoners of 
conscience every year, and 
over 2,000 of these are releas- 
ed. That is 5 prisoners of 
conscience released each day. 
Amnesty International also 
campaigns for the abolition of 
torture and the abolition of 
the death penalty. 

NIKOLAI BARANOV has 
never been proven to be 
mentally ill. He suffers from 
heart disease. It is reported 
that he is illtreated by drugs 
and has been physically beat- 
en. His health is deteriorating 
rapidly.
